MEXICO CITY, June 3.—Presi- 
dent Calles, whose wife died yes- 
terday in Isos Angeles, and who 
is ill, himself, with a sever cold, 
was making arrangements today 
for Senora Calles’ body to be 
brought to Mexico City. 

lhe President,.who usually does 
not give outward evidence of emo- 
tion, was grief-stricken when the 
news reached him that Senora 
Calles had succumbed.: He re- 
mained in seclusion at Chapultepec 


palace, a place that has seen much 
sorrow and tragedy for the rulers 
of Mexico. 

The Emperor Maximilian lived 
in the same palace, and long be- 
fore, it was the scene of the down- 
fall and last grim grief of the 
Aztec Emperors. 

President Remained in Seclusion. 

For days the President has wor- 
ried over his wife’s condition and 
remained in his personal head- 
quarters awaiting hourly bulletins 
from her bedside. She had been 
thought recovering from an opera- 
tion. He canceled all engage- 
ments, among them a farewell visit 
of James R. Sheffield, the Ameri- 
can Ambassador, before Sheffield’s 
departure for a vacation in the 
United States. 

Senora Calles was brought up in 
the Catholic faith, and friends of 
the President said today she un- 
doubtedly would be buried with 
Catholic rites. They pointed out 
that there was nothing inconast- 
ent in this as the President, in con- 
nection with the religious laws, 
has insisted he was not making a 
fight against Catholicism or any 
other religion that obeyed the 
Mexican Constitution. 

Senora Calles, who, before her 
marriage was Natalia Chacon, a 
member of a promjnent Sonqra 
family, had been in ill health for 
many years, and for that reason 
had very rarely appeared in Mex- 
ico City soctety. Since girlhood 
she suffered from asthma and of 
recent years from the intestinal 
disorders which resulted in her 
death. About five years ago she 
went to Rochester, Minn., where 
she was a patient of the Mayo 
brothers, 

Thirty Days of Mourning. 

She was about 46 years of ago 
and the mother of 11 children. 
Four boys and five girls are living, 
three of the daughters being mar- 
ried. One of the daughters, Er- 
nestina, was married two weeks 
ago to Thomas A. Robinson of 
New York. 

The Mexican republic entered a 
30-day period of mourning today 
as it awaited arrival of the funeral 
cortege..

Lindbergh flew from England 
oday in a British plane, his own 
Spirit of St. Louis having been 
crated by British Royal Air Force 
mechanics at Gosport and sent to 
Southampton to be picked up by 
the Memphis. 

After being forced to delay his 
return yesterday because of fog, 
Capt. Lindbergh left Kenley air 
field, south of London, at 6:20 
o’clock this morning, flying a sin- 
gle-seater Gloster Gamecock. 
Conditions were still so, bad, how- 
ever, that he descended at Lympne, 
on the Kent coast, after covering 
only about 60 miles. 

Waited More Than Hour. 

A wait of a little over an hour 
saw the heavy mist begin to thin 
under the warming rays of the sun, 
and the flyer again took to the 
air at 8:13. Although some fog 
persisted over the channel, condi- 
tions were better toward the end of 
the flight, and he landed graceful- 
ly on Le Bourget Field, scene of his 
greatest triumph, at 10:02. 

Thousands of Parisians who had 
the idea that the aviator would 
fly over Paris before landing at 
Le Bourget craned their necks out 
of windows and watched the sky 
with field glasses. They were dis- 
appointed, however, as Lindbergh 
flew directly to the field and main- 
tained a high altitude until bis 
descent. 

The flight of 225 miles was in 
a British plane. The actual flying 
time was two hours, 27 minutes. 


French Planes Take Ailr. 
When Lindbergh arrived at Le 
Bourget he made a descent on the 
civil aviation field and ran along 
the ground for a few seconds. He 
then took the air again and every- 
body thought he was going to take 
a little impromptu whirl over Paris. 
But, after gaining a little altitude, 
he flew over to the military field 
alongside the civil field. 

There was only a small crowd 


landing in France, compared with 
the huge one that watched him 
come down on the same field at 
the end of his record-breaking 
trans-Atlantic flight. But the crowd 
was just as enthusiastic. Twenty 
French planes took the air when 
he landed and flew around in loops 
and spirals in his honor. 

Mahoney Greets Lindbergh. 
Capt. Richard D. White, naval at- 
tache, represented the American 
embassy at the arrival. He had a 
big embassy car with him to take 
Lindbergh to Paris, just as soon as 
the borrowed plane in which the 
flight from England was made was 
taken care of to the satisfaction of 
the aviator.

He 
spake modestly of his achievement 
and again took occasion to praise 
Bleriot’s feat of flying across the 
English Channel as remarkable, 
coming when aviation was only 
Slightly developed. 

Col. Harmon also commissioned 
Lindbergh to take the league's gold 
medal to President Coolidge. The 
others who have received it are 
King Albert of Belgium and Kinz 
Alfonso of Spain. 

Goes to Swedish Church, i 
Lindbergh, upon leaving the 
luncheon visited the Swedish Meth- 
odist Church, The sun was shining 
after four days of rain and the 
people of Paris again received the 
flyer with demonstrations of en- 
thusiasm, crowds lining the streets 
as he passed. 

Later the aviator was received 
by Count Ehrensward, Swedish 
Minister to France, in the gymna- 
sium which was decorated with 
flags and flowers. An audience of 
Swedish children was in the bal- 
cony and after the exercises in 
honor of the distinguished descend- 
ant of Sweden they presented iim 
with all the flowers that he, Am- 
bassador Herrick, Counselor White- 
house and Major Yount could car- 
ry. 

Lindbergh repeated to the Swed- 
ish audience at the legation: “I 
am coming back for a longer visit.”’ 
At the church he assured the 
minister that on his next visit he 
“certainly would go to Sweden.”

Two British Planes Escort Lind- 
bergh From Kenley Field. 

LONDON, June 3.—Capt. Lind- 
bergh left Kenley Field for Paris at 
6:15 a. m.

NAVAL BUREAU’S COMMENT — 
ON LINDBERGH’S PERISCOPE

WASHINGTON, June 3.—The 
periscope used on the Ryan mono- 
plane flown by Capt. Lindbergh 
from New York to Paris is a “novel 
solution to a difficult problem and 
apparently served its purpose,” said 
a detailed description of the plane 
given out today by the Naval Bu- 
read of Aeronautics, The peri- 
scope provides vision ahead of the 
fuel tanks. 

The periscope consists of two 45 
degree mirrors “suitably mounted 
and reflecting the image on the in- 
strument board directly in front 
of the pilot.” 

Another outstanding point ofthe 
plane was described as the perfect 
stream lining of the various parts. 

On the trip from San Diego to 
New York, it was added, 282 gal- 
lons of gasoline and three gallons 
of oil were consumed. It was fig- 
ured the plane used 11.7 gallons of 
gasoline an hour. 


Our speed was from 30 to 50 miles 
an hour, and we flew at a low al- 
titude.

“Strong winds reduced our speed 
to one-third and then we founc 
our gasoline was insufficient to 
reach the Azores, although the 
same quantity under normal con- 
ditions would have been ample to 
carry us to Ponta Delgada.

POLICE FOR AUTO ARRESTS 


Recommends That Boulevard Stop 
Offenders Be Warned and Rec- 
ord of Warnings Kept. 


The police are criticised for mak- 
ing indiscriminate boulevard stop 
arrests in the report of the Ayril 
grand jury presented today in Cir- 
cuit Judge Hogan's court by its 
foreman, W. G. Drosten. The re- 
port points out that the city is put 
to great expense by the necessity 
of handling boulevard stop cases 
and urges that the public interest 
will be better served if policemen 
warn offenders instead of arresting 
them. 

The grand jury also found that 
City Hospital No. 2, for Negroes, is 
cfowded, inadequate and “a fire- 
trap.” A new hospital is to be 
built. | 

In concluding its report, tho 
grand jury expressed its gratifica- 
tion at the high sentences assessed 
recently on criminals by Judges 
and juries. During its term the 
grand jury examined 149 witnesses, 
and returned 22 indictments. 

Among the cases scrutinized was 
that of Hugh Everett Scott, a child 
who died at City Hospital after he 
had been burned by a vapor lamp. 
The grand jury found no evidence! 
that his death resulted from burns. 
The child was under treatment for 
pneumonia.

UP 10 ALDERMEN 


Bill for $3,360,000 Sewer to 
Carry Stream Through For- 
est Park Likely to Pass. 


Plans for the first closed sewer 
section of the River Des Peres 
conversion, to traverse the eastern 
end of Forest Park and to cost 
about $3,360,000, will be submitted 
to the Board of Aldermen in ordi- 
nance form today, having received 
the tentative approval from the 
Citizens’ Bond Issue Supervisory 
Committee yesterday. 

Since no objection to the plans 
has been offered, it is expected the 
ordinance will be passed by the 
Board of Aldermen before it sum- 
mer adjournment, June 24, and city 
officials plan to let the contract 
in September. They estimate that 
construction will require two 
years, 

The supervisory committee's ap- 
proval was only tentative because 
a quorum was not present. 

The section of the sewer to be 

built will be two miles from the 
Frisco Railway, at a point west of 
Kingshighway and south of Man- 
chester avenue, to a point in For- 
est Park just south of the Union 
boulevard entrance. This is most- 
ly in the park, but the southern 
end, beyond Oakland avenue, cros- 
es an industrial area, 
There will be two, adjacent con- 
‘crete tubes, each 29 feet wide and 
'25 feet high, built in a huge trench 
which afterwards will be packed in 
with earth, which when it settles 
7nd becomes lawn, will hide the 
sewer n the park- At the north 
end, near Lafayette Bridge, a short 
connection will be built joining the 
tubes with the present Union boule- 
vard sewer. 

Before this year is over it is 
planned to contract for another 
mile of similar concrete tube, but 
single, to carry the Des Peres sewer 
westward through the park from 
Union boulevard to where the 
channel turns north, a block east 
|of Skinker boulevard. It was ds- 
|'cided recently to lay this mile 
'closely parallelling Lindell drive, 
‘instead of in a curving route nearer 
Yhe meandering course of the pres- 
; ent river. The change will avert 
| temporary closing of the tennis 
| courts and nine-hole golk links. Jt 
| will carry the sewer in front of 
_Jefferson Memorial at De Baliviere 
, avenue, 
| The last mile of closed sewer, 
| between the park and the western 
city limits, is not expected to be 
'started for several years. South-

Owns Two Essentials. 

To say Latzo and Dundee fall 
short of some of the kings of this 
rank is not to deride the abilities 
of the contestants. Latzo has two 
essentials. He has the heart of 
a champion and has the knack of 
rising to his best in an emergency. 

I think Latzo’s first fight with 
Walker showed the true fighting 
spirit of the boy even more than 
did the match in which he won the 
title from Mickey. It was back 
in 1923 in a twelve-round contest 
over in Newark that Latzo and 
Walker had their first clash. Walk- 
er at that time was close to his 
best while Latro was a lUttle 
known youngster of but few years 
experience. Latzo took an awful 
beating that night, but he stayed 
with the then champion every inch 
of the way and was still going 
strong at the finish. 

Examination of Latzo’s record 
does not make him out an impres- 
sive puncher and indicates that he 
fights rather indifferently at 
times.

A Novel Idea Is to Cook Cereal in 
a Thermos Bottle. 


Cooking the breakfast cereal in 
a thermos bottle while they sleep 
is an idea which originated with 


mothers whose heavy duties come. 


early in the morning. Always in- 
terested in labor-saving schemes, 
members of a child study class dis- 
covered that cereal could be pre- 
pared at night and put into ther- 
mos bottles, where it would con- 
tinue. cooking, just as in a fireless 
cooker. In the morning it is fin- 
ished, ready to serve, piping hot. 
Many women are trying it and find 
the idea excellent as a morning 
timesaver. 

A quick-cooking cereal, such as 
oatmeal, is prepared in the usual 
fashion: Two cups of water are put 
on to boil, salt is added to taste, 
then one cup of oatmeal ts stirred 
in.
